WHEN DID YOU BEGIN PLAYING GUITAR?: 
I started playing when I was 10. 


WHY DID YOU START?: 

My father was a musician, my mother wasa singer and 
so I was always brought up on music. I started on 
piano, which I was never very good at, and then 
clarinet, which I got terribly bored with. Eventually | 
went for guitar. 


FIRST TYPE OF GUITAR: 
An Aria acoustic. 


EARLY INFLUENCES: 
A lot of blues artists, Hendrix and Cream and then 
Zeppelin and Beck. 


MUSICAL TRAINING: 

I took lessons for a while and was trained to sight read, 
but I felt it was inhibiting me to read music rather than 
just play off the top of my head. And so | stopped, but 
then I took a few lessons from this guy in jazz guitar. 
When he heard me play he said “Get out — you don't 
need to be in here!” 


FIRST PUBLIC PERFORMANCE: 
I put a band together called the Crime Stompers and 
we played at my junior school. 


FIRST APPEARANCE ON RECORD: 
With Santana in 1970. 


RECORDING BANDS: 
Old Davis before Santana and then Journey. 


OTHER VINYL APPEARANCES: 

I've recorded with Jan Hammer, also on Tane Cain's 
album (Journey keyboard player Jonathan's ex-wife), 
the HSAS LP and a few other things here and there. 


EQUIPMENT (LIVE): 

Guitars — a Les Paul with a Floyd Rose tremolo, a 
Roland synthesizer guitar, an old strat anda bunch of 
backup ones that include more Les Pauls and Arias. 
For sound | use Hi-Watt anda lot of Roland equipment. 
I've also tried out some Swedish amps which were 
quite interesting. 


STUDIO EQUIPMENT: 
The technology of my equipment has gotten really out 
there now — I can get almost any sound I want. 


MOST MEMORABLE SOLO ON RECORD: 

One of the best was probably the real bluesy one on the 
Untold Passion LP with Jan Hammer — it was my idea 
of 1980's blues! 


OTHER GUITARISTS YOU ADMIRE: 

Randy Rhoads a lot when he was around — it’s too bad 
he’s not with us anymore. I like Eddie Van Halen. The 
others I'm keen on include Allan Holdsworth, Julian 
Bream and John McLaughlin. 


What’s the story with the 
Firm’s Jimmy Page? Just a 
few months back, at the time 
of the release of the band’s 
second LP, Mean Business, 
it was widely reported that 
the guitarist had kicked a 
number of his nasty habits 
and was actually on some- 
thing of a health kick. Now, 
however, it seems that the 
guitar great may be revert- 
ing to his old ways. Reports 
eminating from the Firm’s 
tour entourage state that 
Page is living the rock-and- 
roll lifestyle once again. Hey 
Jimmy, we love you. Get 
your shit together before 
it’s too late.

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Black Sabbath’s Tony Iommi states there’s still plenty 


of life left in the old metal warhorse, as shown on the 
band’s latest LP Seventh Star. “I’ve been involved with 
creating some of the best hard rock music in history,” 
Iommi stated, “and I plan on being involved with a 
sreat deal more in the future. Black Sabbath is a 
concept that still has many positive factors working 
in its favor.” 
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Loudness’ Minoru Niihara states that his bandis 
planning an extensive world tour which will see 
them spending most of next summer and fall in 
America. Talking through an interpreter, the singer 
said, “We learned so much in America last time. We 
want to come back and put everything we learned to 
good use. The thing we’re especially looking forward 
to is seeing all the American women again. They 
made our last American visit very enjoyable.” 


Remember Def Leppard — those five cute British 
bashers who won their way into American hearts 
some three years ago with their multi-platinum 
smash Pyromania? Well, the boys from Sheffield, 
England, are finally getting ready to re-invade U.S. 
shores. Following various recording delays — most 
notably the tragic accident suffered by drummer Rick 
Allen — the group has finally mapped out their next 
world tour, one that will see them spending six 
months of 1986 criss-crossing the American con- 
tinent. 


Jon Bon Jovi insists his band is ready to headline the 
biggest arenas in the country this year. After touring 
everywhere opening for the likes of Ratt, Jon says he 
and the boys are ready to take over the top slot. “At 
one time all I wanted to do was go on stage and play 
the best 50 minutes I could. Now that we have three 
albums out, 50 minutes just doesn’t cut it. We’ll 
probably stay on stage for two hours every night — 
and love every second of it.” 


Deep Purple’s guitarist Ritchie Blackmore indi- 
cates that the band may take on a more challenging 
touring schedule this time around. “After we released 
Perfect Strangers, we really didn’t want to push 
ourselves,” he said. ‘One of the reasons we broke 
apart the first time was that we were often playing 
five or six nights a week. That was insane. This time 
we were often playing only two or three shows a 
week. Maybe we'll increase that a little bit this time. 
All this band ever wants to do is find a happy 
medium.” 


Ted Nugent is looking forward to pursuing his dual 


career as a rocker and an actor. Following his co- 
starring performance on Miami Vice last January — 
where the Motor City Madman was blown away by 
Crockett and Tubbs — the Nuge is looking for more 
challenging acting roles. “The director of Vice told me 
I was a natural,” said Nugent. “I said to him, ‘Hey, I 
was playing a psycopathic lunatic, so it should be a 
natural for me.’” 
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THE METAL REPORT 


Despite the relative failure 
of their recent live album, 
Stages, the members of Tri- 
umph remain as confident 
as ever about their career. 
With their new studio LP 
soon to be released, bassist 
Mike Levine insists that the 
Canadian trio’s best days 
still lie ahead. “I’m always 
amazed by what we keep 
learning when we do an al- 
bum,” he said. “You’d think 
that you’d learn just about 
everything after awhile, but 
I guess when we started out 
we were a lot more stupid 
than we thought.”

Since their inception in 1972, the metal monsters known as 
Kiss have released 20 albums, gone through five lineup 
changes and had two periods of massive success. We all know 
what the current members of Kiss are up to — Paul Stanley, 
Gene Simmons, Bruce Kulick and Eric Carr are running around 
the world touring behind their most recent LP, Asylum. But, do 
you know what the musicians who used to be in Kiss are doing? 
Read on...

PETER CRISS: The first member of the original Kiss to leave 
the nest has lived a relatively quiet musical life since 
departing from the group in 1980. Currently he is working on 
an album that will feature the contributions of various 
“friends,” who Criss may ask to tour with him. “I live a very 
comfortable life,” he states, “I don’t really miss the travel that 
was a big part of being in Kiss.” 


VINNIE VINCENT: Multi-talented Vinnie Vincent (who 
happens to have co-written John Waite’s 1984 hit Tears) is in 
the midst of touring behind his first solo LP. Along with his 
band, which features vocalist Robert Fleischman, the Vinnie 
Vincent Invasion is ready to “blow everyone away.” 
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ACE FREHLEY: With his recent legal problems behind him 
(Ace’s arrest last summer for passing phony drug prescrip- 
tions was thrown out of court), the Space Ace has moved into 
the studio with his band, Frehley’s Comet, to record his first 
post-Kiss LP. “I would have recorded one a lot sooner,” Ace 
swears, “but | was under contract to Kiss until 1983. Why 
would | record and give most of the money to them?” (The 
members of Kiss signed a 10-year contract agreeing to share 
all profits — although Frehley would have had to give away 
1983) earnings, he was receiving 1/4 of Kiss’ profits until 
983. 
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MARK ST. JOHN: Always a shy, retiring type, Mark St. John 
went into virtual seclusion after his split with Kiss last year. 
Still suffering from the side effects of Reiter's Syndrome, a 
rare arthritic condition which hastened his departure from 
Kiss, Mark has recently been playing with singer David 
Donato (who was temporarily the vocalist in Black Sabbath).

Metal bands get their reputations for 
doing radically different things. Van 
Halen is the ultimate party band, Judas 
Priest is the group that epitomizes heavy 
metal. Motley Crue just wants to have a 
raucous good time. And W.A.S.P. is the 
most disgusting band around. 

“Sometimes when we used to play the 
clubs | would stuff Hershey’s chocolate 
down the back of my pants,” recalls 
monster guitarist Chris Holmes. “I would 
stick my hand down my pants and rubitin 
Biackie’s face and mouth. Then I'd pull 
out some more and rub it on people’s 
foreheads. They were totally grossed 
out.” 

For Holmes, bassist Blackie Lawless, 
guitarist Randy Piper and drummer 
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In their club days W.A.S.P. used a nude woman tied to a rack 
as part of their live act — and they were adored by woman’s 
groups throughout the nation. W.A.S.P. (left to right): Randy 
Piper, Blackie Lawless, Steven Riley, Chris Holmes.

Steven Riley life is a lot more than just 


one metal tune after another. These days 
W.A.S.P.’s show is a constant flurry of 
bizarre activity as bandmembers pivot 
around the stage, set off rocket packs, 
drink blood from skulls and create gen- 
eral havoc. The guys in W.A.S.P. know it 
is their live performance and macabre 
image that makes them unique — and 
they wouldn’t have it any other way. 

“Life on the road is crazy,” comments 
Lawiess with a deviant gleam in his blue 
eyes. “It’s like a zoo, only while most 
people go to the zoo, with us the zoo goes 
to the people. We’re a traveling insane 
asylum because of the kind of audiences 
we attract and because of the image of 
the band.”

It takes anyone even re- 
motely familiar with rock and 
roll a mere second to recog- 
nize an AC/DC tune. The ingre- 
dients for success have 
changed little during “The 
Thunder From Down Under's” 
decade-long recording 
career. First the ragged riffs of 
guitarist Angus Young burst 
forth, signaling rhythm guitar- 
ist Malcolm Young, drummer 
Simon Wright, vocalist Brian 
Jonnson and bassist Cliff 
Williams to kick in and add to 
the band’s trademark sound. 
It’s a formula which has 
yielded huge dividends for 
the group ever since the days 
when the late, great Bon Scott 
took the quintet down the 
Highway To Hell. 

“AC/DC is an attitude — it 
really doesn’t matter who’s in 
the band — though | hate to 
think they would sound as 
good without me,” Angus 
said with a cockeyed grin. 
“Bon and Brian are very dif- 
ferent personalities, but
